Sentence of Death accordingly; and as the 
aid Murder was committed in the open 
Fields, and premeditated, the Crime was 
ook d upon to be the more heinous ; and 
the Court were pleafed to make an Order 
the laſt Day of the Afﬀizes, . That the ſaid 
Smith ſhould be hanged up in Chains, as an 
Example to others not to offend in the like 
Manner.

T the laſt Aﬀizes held at Guild. 
Ford, ſor the County of Surry, 
before Sir Lawrence Carter, 
one of the Barons of his Ma- 
Rey jeſty's Court of Exchequer, on 
Thurſday the roth, Friday the 17th, Satur- 
day the 18th, Monday the 20th, and Tue/- 
day the 21ſt of March, fitieen Perſons re- 
ceived Sentence of Death, vis. fourteen 
Men and one Woman; whoſe Nemes are as 
follow, Samuel Caton, fohn Bray, Richard 
Cole. William Morris, Jolas Dixon, Mary 
Naſtford, Gill Smith, Anne Goodſon, Wal. 
ter OConolly, Oliver White, Henry Kelly, 
Daniel Mey/on, John Ryley, Timothy Coſ- 
grove, and George Green, otherwiſe. Green- 
wood. But his Majeſty has been pleaſed to 
extend his Mercy to Samuel Caton, John 
Dixon, Jobs Bray, Richard (ole, William 
Morris, aud Mary Waſhford, Reprieving 
them for Tranſportation, 

The others being ordered for Executioa, 
were attended hy the Reverend Mr Banner, 
Rector of Middle. Church in Guildford, who 
viſited thoſe among them who were of the 
Proteſtant Religion, twice every Day; and 
on Fun days cauſed. them to be brought to 
Church, where he preached to them from 
1 Tim. 1. 8. But we know that the Law is 
good, if a Man fe it lawfully; exnorting 
them to true R-pentance, fhewed them the 
Nature of heir Crimes, and the Juſtneſs of 


their Puniſhment ; and did-it in ſo patherick 


and moving a Manner, that he cauſed a 
great Number of the Audience to ſhed 
Tears. The Criminals whom he attended 
were Conolly, White, Greenwood, and Anne 
Good/on ; the reſt were attended by a Prieſt 
of the Romiſh Perſuaſion, in Private. Co- 
nolly, though. he went to Church, was a 
Roman; but on being ask'd whether he weu'd 


from it. 


join in Prayer with Greenwood, he ſaid he'd 
go to Church and ſee wh ch he liked beſt. 
He being of, a lively gay Spirit, embraced 
it that he might have an Opportunity of go- 
irg abroad; for he employ'd the Time in 
pafſing between the Church and Jail ia merry 
Jokes, ſuch as, ſeeing the Gallows on a 
Hill, at ſome Diſlance from the 'T own, - 
asked what it was, and being told the Gal- 
lows, ſays, [think it à Locking Glaſs Frame, 
aul there ſeems to want ſomething in it ; 
well, we'll come and fill you a Wedneſday 
negt. Greenwood behaved y2rty penitent and 
devout, beth in Chu:ch and in piſſing to 
Oliver IVhite locked cmpoſed 
and graye, and Anne Goodſon ſtup'd and ig- 
norant. Meylon, Goſgrove, Kelly ard Ry- 
le; being Romans, remained in Jail, and 
were viſited once a Day by a Romiſh Prieſt. 
in Private, and ſeemingly behaved very 
penitent. Their Behaviour while under 
Sentence was tolerable, except Cono//y, who 
ſpeat moſt of his Time in a lud:crous, idle 
Manner, either talking and joking with 
Perſons who came to ſee them, or drink- 
ing, ſo that he leemed to forget he was to 
die; yet he employ'd Part of the Night in
